By an overwherming vote of I19 to 
the house of representatives on yesterday 
passed a bill to regulate the running of 
all automobiles and other similarly pro- 
pelled vehicles upon the public highways 
of the state. 

Briefly summed up, the substitute of 
Mr. Felder, of Bibb, which was passed, 
conforms to the law of most of the 
northern states, modifying the original 
bil] by Mr. Lumpkin, of Walker, who 
spoke in behalf of the adoption of the 
substitute. The ful] text of the Dfil is 
published in another colimn. 


One Session a Day. 

For a time at least, the house, com- 
mencing with -yesterday, will hold no 
afternoon sessions, the resolution ‘of Mr. 
Calvin, of Richmond, to limit daily ses- 
sions- of the house from 9 o'clock in 
the morning to 1:30 o'clock fn the after- 
noon, prevailing. This resolution pre- 
vailled, also the provision limiting debate 
on the final passage of any measure 
to one hour, individual speeches being 
limited to 10 minutes. This will expe- 
dite business.

Routine of the Session. 

Speaker Slaton called the house to or- 
der. at 9 o’clock 

The report of the committee on rules 
recommending that senate Dill No. 226, 
to create the county of Phil Cook, be 
made a special order for a second -read- 
ing, was defeated by. x vote of 97 to 
40, it requiring a three-fourths vote to 
adopt the resolution. The aye and nay 
vote was taken, cOnsuming 50 minutes of 
time, many members taking advantage 
of their privilege to explain their votes. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, called attention 
to a previous report of the committee 
on rules recommending that the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, that 
the sessions of the house be from 9 
o'clock in the morning to 1:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon, thus dispensing with 
afternoon sessions, and that debate on 
any measure be limited to one hour, and 
individual speeches limited to fifteen 
minutes. 

Mr. Flynt, of Spalding, moved to amend 
the resoiution by making the morning 
sessions extend from 9 o'clock in. the! 
morning to 2 o'clock fn the afternoon, 
with no afternoon sessions. The amend- 
ment was liost. 

On the adoption of the Calvin repo- 
lution the ayes were 8! and the nays 
24, and the resolution was therefore 
adopted as to the sessions of the house. 

The next clause of the Calvin resolu- ! 
tion, that debate upon the final passage 
of a Dill be Iimited to one hour, at the 
end of which the previous question should | 
be considered as called, was =-:then}’ 
adopted. 

Next in order was the clause to limit 
individual debate to ten minutes, which }

Debate on Auto Bill. 

The next section of the report of the 
rules «committee, to make house bill 
No. 183, to regulate the speed of auto- 
mobiles upon the public highways of the 
several districts, an immediate ‘special! 
Order, was then adopted, debate being 
specifically limited to thirty minutes. 

The bill, by Mr. Lumpkin, of Walker, 
required that operators of automobiles 
and other vehicles of similar motive 
power shall, upon approaching I!ve stock 
in the road, stop their vehicles, in case 
euch. live stock becOmes frightened, until 
the animal becomes passive, and speed 
is limited to eight miles per hour. 

The committee on special judiciary 
offered amendments making it a .mis- 
demeanor to violate the provisions of the 
‘proposed law, and to-limit the speed to 
12 miles per hour. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, offered a substi- 
tute providing that no person shal) drive 
an automobile upon any highway or in the 
built up sections of any incorporated 
clay where houses are at an average of 
160 feet apart at a greater speed than a 
mile in six minutes. It fs also provided : 
that a mile in three minutes shall be the | 
limit of speed except.as above provided. 
The substitute also’ provides that no 
person shall run an automobile any-

Lumpkin Accepted Substitute. 
- Mr.* Lumpkin accepted the substiute, 
speaking in favor of the measure. . 

Mr. Stovall, of Chatham, spoke in sup- 
port of the measure, as did Mr. Akin, of 
Bartow, who offered an amendment de- 
fining negligence on the part of auto- 
mobile drivers, but this was voted down. 

The amendment of Messrs. Stovall and 
Anderson, of Chatham, to except the 
city of Savannah from the provisions of 
the bill was voted down, Mr. Calvin 
raising the point that a specific local 
application of a general measure could 
note be made. 

The house passed the substitute, un- 
amended, by a vote of 119 to 2, Mr. 
Butts, of Glynn, and Mr. Jackson, of 
Jones, casting the negative votes. 

The following resolution was offered 
by Messrs. Kelly, of Glascock, and Wal- 
ker, of Washington: —

The Oglethorpe Statue. 

The resolution of the Chatham dele- 
gation, to appropriate $1500 for the 
erection of a statue to General James 
Oglethorpe, the founder of Georgia and 
the first governor of this great common- 
wealth, was put upon its passage, the 
house resolving itself into the commit- 
tee of the whole, with Mr. Butts, of 
Glynn, in the chair. 

The committee adopted an amendment 
that the sum be expended under the 
supervision and direction of the gover- 
nor, who will cooperate with the Ogle- 
thorpe Memorial Association in carry- 
ing out the provisions of the bill, and 
that the monument be erected in Chippe- 
wa square in Savannah. 

Mr. Stovall and Mr. Anderson, of Chat- 
ham, spoke in behalf of tne measure, 
making entertaining references to the 
early history of Georgia. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, and Mr. Alexander, 
of DeKalb, opposed the measure upon 
the ground that it was directly in the 
teeth of the constitutional provision pro- 
hibiting the granting of any “gift or 
gratuity to any person.
